Judge Debra Nelson, to¬ 
gether with lawyers for both 
sides, began the process of 
picking six jurors from a pool 
of potentials, about. 200 of 
whom lined up Monday. 

Martm's parents, mean- 


winle, expressed relief that 
the trial was starting and 
called for peace as proceed¬ 
ings gat under way. 

"We are seeking justice for 
our son and a fair trial," fa¬ 
ther Tracy Martin told re¬ 
porters alongside Ins ex-wife 
Sybrina Fulton and family at¬ 
torney Benjamin Crump 

Wh en police amve d at th e 
scene, the only things they 
found in the pockets of the 
hooded sweatshirt belonging 
to the teenager — who was on 
Ins way to a house where his 
father was staying with a 
friend — were a pack of Skit¬ 
tles and a battle of iced tea. 

Zimmerman has argued lie 
acted in self defense when lie 
shot Martin after confronting 
him.

Beginning with workshops 
an Wednesday, June 5, 
Aruba's Ministry of Health, 
Welfare and Sports hosted the 
third Pan Amen can Confer¬ 
ence on Obesity, or PACO III 
at the Westm Resort in Palm 
Beach. Tins collaboration be¬ 
tween 32 countries of the 
Americas to combat obesity 
from childhood, and its im- 
p act an adult, health is the vi- 


si on of Aruba's Minister of 
Health Welfare and Sports, 
Dr Richard Visser, and came 
to fruition through his dedi¬ 
cated efforts. 

In 2011, the United Na¬ 
tions created a sector far the 
study and prevention of 
chra in c, n a n- c omnium cabl e 
diseases such as diabetes and 
heart disease, acknowledging 
their extremely debilitating 


effects on societies 
and national 

economies. It is the 
position of health 
workers and officials 
that the increasing 
manifestation of 
these conditions at 
younger ages of an 
adult population can 
be directly traced to 
poor nutrition, not 
only from birth, but 
in the womb PACO 
lectures and studies 
particularly address 
the issue of child¬ 
hood obesity and its 
consequences.

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Venezuela 
arrests 
Colombians 
over plot to

CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuelan authorities said 
Monday they had arrested 
nine Colombian paramili¬ 
tary fighters they accused of 
plotting to assassinate Pres¬ 
ident Nicolas Maduro amid 
an ongoing diplomatic spat 
with Bogota 

Maduro accused Colom¬ 
bia of waging a "dirty cam¬ 
paign" 1 against his newly 
formed administration 

The two neighboring 
countries have been at odds 
since Colombian President 
Juan Manuel Santas hosted 
Venezuelan opposition 
leader Henri que Cap riles at 
the presidential palace last 
month, infuriating the leftist 
government in Caracas 

Venezuelan Interior Min¬ 
ister Miguel Rodriguez said 
the arrested fighters be¬ 
longed to two separate 
groups, including one led by 
Chepe Barrera. 

11 We strongly presume 
tins is part of a plan orches¬ 
trated from there (Bogota) 
to endanger the life of our 
president and destabilize the 
go v emm ent, 11 Ro dri gu ez 
told state television 

"We suspect these gen¬ 
tlemen have links to right- 
wing elements" m 
Venezuela, he added. 

In western Tadhira state, 
Venezuelan authorities cap¬ 
tured six members of the 
drug cartel Los Rastrojos, 
armed with Russian AK-47 
rifles, tw r o pistols, a re¬ 
volver, a 12-gauge shotgun, 
two grenades, cartridges of 
different caliber, cash and a 
motorcycle, according to 
the minister. 

The second group w r as 
arrested in central Por- 
tuguesa state, carrying 
weapons, ammunition car¬ 
tridges and Venezuelan mil¬ 
itary uniforms 

Both groups were plan¬ 
ning to travel to Caracas for 
their mission, Rodriguez 
said. 

"The psychological war¬ 
fare and dirty campaign 
against our country is based 
on fascist violence brought 
by paramilitaries from 
Colombia," Madura wrote 
on his Twitter account 

Despite claiming that 
Colombia was forging an 
“active conspiracy" and a 
41 brutal campaign" against 
his government after the 
Capnles-Santos meeting, 
Maduro later said he would 
be willing to "rebuild ties 
with his neighbor 
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selling now...

Panama 
won't fret for 
now about 
Nicaragua 
canal 

PANAMA CITY (AFP) - 
Panama Canal administra¬ 
tors on Monday downplayed 
the competitive threat posed 
by Nicaragua's plan for a 
canal linking the Atlantic 
and Pacific. 

President Darnel Ortega 
said last week a concession 
to build an inter-oceanic 
canal across his Central 
American nation was 
awarded to an unnamed Chi¬ 
nese consortium based in 
Hong Kong 

The Panama Canal cur¬ 
rently has the capacity, there 
is no doubt about it and (a 
new canal in Nicaragua) 
would represent comp etition 
that we would have to man¬ 
age when the moment 
conies," deputy administra¬ 
tor Manuel Benitez told re¬ 
porters. 

But "for the moment, 
we're not immediately con¬ 
cerned" given that if the 
project for a Nicaraguan 
canal is approved, "it will 
still take considerable time 
before it can operate", he 
added. 

Tli e amb lti o us p roj e ct, 
Ortega has said, includes a 
conventional canal, a "dry 
canal" -- a rail line — as well 
as two airports and an oil 
pipeline to move petroleum 
from the Caribbean to the 
Pacific. 

Work an the canal should 
begin in May 3014 after a 
feasibility study is com¬ 
pleted, the pres-dent said

JERUSALEM (AFP) - Pales¬ 
tinian preconditions for p eace 
talks make a return to negoti¬ 
ations impossible for Israel, 
Prime Minister Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu said on Monday. 

"To me the setting of pre¬ 
conditions is an m sunn a unt¬ 


able obstacle/ Netanyahu 
told the foreign affairs and 
defence committee, a parlia¬ 
mentary statement said. 

The Palestinians say they 
will only return to negotia¬ 
tions if Israel stops building 
an Sand they want for their fu¬ 
ture state and if the Jewish 
state agrees to negotiate on 
the basis of the borders that 
existed before the 1957 Mid¬ 
dle East war. 

Israel demands talks 
"without preconditions" and 
refuses publicly to freeze set¬ 
tlement building. 

US Secretary of State John 
Kerry has postponed an ex¬ 
pected trip iD Israel and 
Palestinian territories to at¬ 
tend White House talks on 
Syria, US officials told AFP 


Monday. 

Th e vi sit h a d no the en for- 
mally announced but a tenta¬ 
tive schedule from the office 
of Israeli President Shimon 
Peres had said the two men 
would meet on June 11 

Israel Ha Yam, a newspa¬ 
per considered close to Ne¬ 
tanyahu also said Kerry had 
been due to arrive on Tues¬ 
day. 

It said he delayed to give 
Palestinian president Mah¬ 
mud Abbas more time to de¬ 
cide whether tD drop his 
insistence on a settlement 
freeze. 

Last week, Kerry warned 
that if his efforts to kickstart 
the peace negotiations, frozen 
since 2010, fail now, there 
may never be another chance

BAGHDAD-(AFP) - A wave 
of attacks on Monday, mostly 
against Sunni areas of Iraq, 
killed 70 people in renewed 
bloodshed that, coupled with 
widespread political paralysis, 
has revived fears o fall-out sec¬ 
tarian war 

The violence, winch left 
more than T 30 people 
wounded, came after several 
days of relative calm following 
symbolic moves by Iraq's polit¬ 
ical leaders to ease tensions 
among the country's communi¬ 
ties after the UN warned vio¬ 
lence was ready to "explode' 

But no tangible moves have 
been agreed to address underly¬ 
ing disputes that have fuelled 
months of protests among Iraq's 
Sunni community and, analysts 
say, given militant groups fuel 
and room to manoeuvre. 

No group has claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the bloodshed, 
but Sunni militants linked to Al- 
Qaeda have previously attacked 
security forces and fellow Sun¬ 
nis, astensibly in a bid to pro¬ 
voke retributive violence 
against Iraq's Shnte community. 

Monday's deadliest violence 
stinck the main northern city of 
Mosul, with a series of five car 
bombings mostly targeting se¬ 
curity forces leaving at least 29 
dead and £0 others wounded, 
officials said. 

Authorities declared a cur¬ 
few m the city in the aftermath 
Dfthe violence. 

Attacks near Saddam Hus¬ 
sein's birthplace of Gwja, the 
town o f Dour and in Taji - all 
predominantly Sunnt Arab 
areas -- meanwlnle left a further 
13 people dead 

Ten more people were killed 
in violence in the northern 
province of Kirkuk and the 
nearby to wns of Tux Khurmatu 
and Suleiman Bek.

Obama's White House 

Snowden is thought to be 
holed up in Hong Kong, which 
has an extradition treaty with 
the United States, and he is co¬ 
operating with the British- 
based Guardian newspaper, 
which revealed Ins identity at 
Ins own request 

"The extradition agreement 
with Hong Kang was signed in 
1 996 and entered into force in 
1993 It is still in force, and 
we've actively used it over the 
years," State Department 
spokeswoman Jen Psaki said 

Officials refused tD be 
drawn on whether Washington 
plans to demand Snowden's 
extradition. 

But Obama's spy chief Di¬ 
rector of National Intelligence 
James Clapper, has described 
the leak as gravely damaging 
to US security, and referred the 
matter to the Justice Depart¬ 
ment, winch has launched an 
investigation. 

The White House declined 
to comment on the case, citing 
tire ongoing probe. 

But a spokesman confirmed 
that Clapper will cany out an 
assessment of the damage al¬ 
legedly wrought by the leaks.

Companies like Booz em¬ 
ploy tens of thou sands of tech¬ 
nicians and analysts with top 
secret security clearances to 
work on lucrative contracts 
with US intelligence agencies, 
and some are asking if they 
pose a security risk. 

Snowden and his many sup¬ 
porters, who have taken to the 
Internet to condemn tire US 
government and the private 
web giants which cooperated 
with its secret surveillance, de¬ 
fended his actions, saying he 
had struck a blow for freedom.

“Consumption of healthy 
oils and nuts increases plasma 
antioxidants and reduces in¬ 
sulin and inflammation, which 
may deter prostate cancer pro¬ 
gression," said lead author Erin 
Richman, a postdoctoral 
scholar in the University Df 
California San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Epidemiology and 


Bio statistics.The study in¬ 
volved 4,577 men who had 
been diagnosed with non- 
metastatic prostate cancer be¬ 
tween 19Ed and 2010. 

Researchers found that men 
wIid replaced 10 percent of 
their total daily catones from 
carb a hy drat es with h e altliy 
vegetable fats had a 29 percent 
lower nsk of developing lethal 
prostate cancer 

Tliey also had a 2d percent 
low r ei risk of dying from all 
causes. 

The effects were seen even 
m small changes: adding one 
tablespoon of oil-based dress¬ 
ing per day was associated 
with a 29 percent lower nsk of 
lethal prostate cancer and a 13 
percent lower nsk of death. 

Adding one ounce of nuts 
per day was linked ed an 13 
percent lower risk of lethal 
prostate cancer and an 11 per-

He said 34 percent of New 
Yorkers are overweight and an 
additional 22 percent are 
obese, a problem that starts in 
the city's preschools, where 
one child in five is obese 
The spread of the disease 
vanes widely between com¬ 
munities.

S&P affirms US AA+ rating, 

outlook raised to stable 


government finances due to 
large payments from mortage 
financers Fannie Mae and 
Freddie Mac have lowered 
forecasts for US deficits 

With the improved picture, 
S&P said, the federal deficit 
will fall to about six percent of 
gross domestic product tins 
year and to less than four per¬ 
cent m 2015. 

At the same time, it forecast 
government debt as a share of

few years at 34 percent winch 
"would allow p oilcymakers 
some additional time tD take 
steps to address pent-up age-re¬ 
lated spending pressures." 

S&P downgraded the US 
from AAA m August 2011 as 
Democrats fought to a stand¬ 
still over increasing the bor¬ 
rowing ceiling, necessary to 
finance the ongoing fiscal 
deficit. 


47% to global gas 
reserves: US EIA 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Shale- 
based resources increase the 
world's total potential oil re- 
seives by 11 percent and natural 
gas by 47 percent, according to 
a US report released Monday 

In an initial assessment of 
shale oil resources and an up¬ 
date of shale gas reserves, the 
US Energy Information Agency 
said shale deposits could add 
345 billion barrels of oil to 
global re selves, increasing the 
total to 3,357 billion barrels 

Shale gas adds 7,299 trillion 
cubic feet of natural gas, or 32 
percent of the world total, the 
EIA report estimated 

The report seeks to quantify 
the potential global significance 
of tiie shale boom, after the ex¬ 
ploitation of North American 
shale deposits transformed the 
US oil and gas industry. 

It sad an improvement in ge¬ 
ologic data has allowed abetter 
view of global resources. In ad¬ 
dition to die United States, 
other countries with large shale 
resources include Russia, 
China, Argentina, Algeria and 
Libya 

However, the EIA cautioned 
that the estimates are "highly 
uncertain and. will remain so

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until they are extensively tested 
with production w r ells.“ 

The report, also does not as¬ 
sess the economic viability of 
developing the resources. The 
cost of some wells internation¬ 
ally could be higher than m the 
US, potentially marking die 
"difference between a resource 
that is a market game changer 
and one that is economically ir¬ 
relevant at current market 
prices." 

So far, only the US and 
Canada produce shale energy in 
commercial quantities.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Standard & Poor's affir med its 
credit rating for the United 
States atAA+ on Monday but 
raised the outlook from nega¬ 
tive to stable, citing firm eco¬

S&P also said the renewed 
political fight over the coun¬ 
try's debt ceiling and long-term 
deficit was not likely to repeat 
the showdown of mid-2011 
that threatened to force Wash¬ 
ington into default and led to 
the shock downgrade from a 
top - flight AAA rating. 

The agency said it expects 
the US economy to grow at the 
same pace or better than its 
peers and was underpinned by 
the US dollar's status as the 
leading world reserve currency 
In addition, it said, stronger- 
than-expected private sector 
growth as well as improved

dent Slum on Peres on Monday 
vowed Israel would help de¬ 
velop Colombia's economy, as 
he welcomed his Colombian 
counterpart Juan Manuel San¬ 
tos who is on an official visit 
to the region 

Santos met Israeli President 
Shimon Peres at. Ins official 
Jerusalem residence, where of¬ 
ficials from the two govern¬ 
ments also signed agreements 
on aviation and techno logical 
innovation 

A statement from Peres's of¬ 
fice said the free trade deal 
covered services and invest¬ 
ment as well as goods. 

Santos told Peres Colombia 
was facing serious challenges 
with respect to terror and war, 
the statement read, adding he 
was m Israel "on behalf of the 
47 million citizens of Colom¬ 
bia who wished to express 


help boost 
economy: 


their deep sense of friendship 
tD Israel". 

Colombia is considered Is¬ 
rael's firmest ally in South 
America. 

"I welcome you here as ail 
imp ort ant an d m flu enti al 
leader of Latin America," 
Peres told Santos 

Later the Columbian leader 
visited the Yad Vashem Holo¬ 
caust memorial where he laid 
a wreath and lit a memorial 
flame. 

He also visited Jerusalem's 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
where tradition holds that 
Jesus was crucified, buned and 
resurrected. 

Today Santos will meet Is¬ 
raeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu in Jerusalem and

CHICAGO (AFP) - Three years after the worst oil spill in 
US history, BP said Monday it has wrapped up "active" 
cleanup operations in three US states but continues to 
patrol a stretch of Louisiana, The British energy giant 
has spent SI4 billion and TO million personnel hours 
scouting the Gulf C oast after an explosion on the Deep¬ 
water Horizon drilling rig unleashed millions of barrels 
into the sea. It took 87 days to cap BP's runaway well 
that killed 11 workers, blackened beaches in five states 
and crippled the region's tourism and fishing industries 
in a tragedy that riveted the nation.

Young, urban women: 

the face of Turkey's pretest movement 



ISTANBUL (AFP) - They are 
young, urban and well-edu¬ 
cated, and for the past week 
they have been sleeping in an 
Istanbul park: meet die women 
on the frontline of Turkey's 
mass anti-government 

protests. 

“We are the women Erdo- 
gan would like to see staying 
at home, - said actress Sevi 
A!gan, 37, referring to Turkish 
Prime Minister Re cep Tayyip 
Erdo gan who protesters say is 
forcing his canservate, Islamic 
values on the mainly Muslim 
but staunchly secular nation 

M any of the wo men happ ily 
admit they Eire accidental ac¬ 
tivists wSio never would have 
guessed two weeks ago that, 
they would be pitching a tent, 
m the epicentre ofuationwide 
civil unrest 

But now these young Turks, 
many of them students, 
lawyers, teachers and office 
workers, easily account for 
half of the thousands of 
demonstrators in Gezi Park 
and nearby Taksim Square -- 
and they have taken to their 
new routine with gusto. 


They spend hours under the 
park's sycamore trees debating 
their cause, take part in all- 
night singing and dancing ses¬ 
sions and, when necessary, 
stand shoulder to shoulder 
with football fans on guard 
against police action outside 
the park's police-free zone. 

The protest began after a 
small campaign to save the 
park's 60D trees from being 
razed sparked a police crack¬ 
down with tear gas and water 
cannon on May 31, quickly 
spiralling into widespread 


anger against the government. 
The unrest has injured over 
4,000 people aid killed three 
across the country 

Many of the female protest¬ 
ers, large groups of whom de¬ 
scribe themselves as liberal 
and secular, say the time has 
come to stand up for their 
rights in the face of creeping 
infringements on their free¬ 
doms by Erdogan's I si ami c- 
rooted Justice and 
Development Party (AKP). 

Erdo gan has won three suc- 
cesive elections, gaining al¬ 


most 50 percent of the vote 
m 3011 after presiding over 
steady economic growth 
But critics accuse him of 
increasing authoritarianism 
and of polarising the coun¬ 
try. 

"Women are on the 
frontline because they are 
the first victims of Erdo¬ 
gan's projects," said Sevi 
Her list o f grievances in¬ 
clude the combative pre¬ 
mier's proposals to limit 
abortion rights, tighten the 
rules for the morning-after 
pill and ban the late-night 
sale of alcohol. 

Erdo gan, a practising Mus¬ 
lim whose wife and daughters 
wear the Islamic headscarf, 
has also sparked outrage for 
declaring that every woman m 
Turkey should have three chil - 
dren. 

"Would he like more chil¬ 
dren like us?" quipped Gzlem 
Aitiok, an unemployed former 
flight attendant, as she chatted 
with friends in Gezi Park 

Theatre performer Sevi said 
supporters of the ruling AKP 
consider the demonstrators 


"bad Muslims - , but she insists 
they are not against Mam and 
fondly recalls her grandmother 
reading verses from die Koran 
to her before bedtime as a 
child 

"We like to drink, debate, 
but Erdo gan and Ins p eople do 
not have a monopoly on 
Islam," she said. "Look at the 
solidarity an Taksim Square. 
That's what it means to be 
Muslim." 

In the park, where free food, 
yoga lessons and concerts Eire 
on offer, clusters of feminists 
and gay rights activists are 
camped out next to veil-wear¬ 
ing anti-capitalist Muslims, 
die site's festive atmosphere 
and a sense of camaraderie 
easily outweighing any ideo¬ 
logical differences. 

While women in Turkey are 
under-represented in politics, 
they figure prominently in uni - 
versifies and in companies, in 
large part thanks to emancipa¬ 
tron reforms introduced by 
Mustafa Kemal Ataturk, the 
father of modern Turkey after 
the Turkish republic was 
founded in 1923.

The Confederation of North 
and Central American and 
Caribbean Association Foot¬ 
ball (CONCACAF) sends the 
top three teams to Brazil The 
fourth-placed team will face 
New Zealand to decide another 
spot m the global football 
showcase 

The Costa Ricans top the 
table at 2-1-1 for seven points 
and a plus-two goal difference 
while the US squad has the 
same record and points but 
only a plus-one goal difference 

Mexico also stands on seven 
points hut El Tncolores have 
played an extra match winning 
1-0 last Tuesday at Jamaica in

PARIS (AFP) - Dutch tennis 
player Yannick Ebbmghaus 
has been suspended for six 
months and fined for betting il¬ 
legally on matches, an anti- 
corrup ti on b o dy ami ounc ed 
Monday. 

The Tennis Integrity Unit 
(T1U) said the 23-year-old ad¬ 
mitted breaching article D 1 a 
of anti-corruption rules 67 
times between May 3012 and 
February 2013. 

The article outlaws any di¬ 
rect or indirect attempted or ac¬ 
tual wager on the outcome of 
any aspect of team shy players. 

Three months of the ban will 
be suspended provided 
Ebbmghaus does not rep eat the 
offence and attends "anti-cor- 
rnption education training", the 
TIU said m an emailed state¬ 
ment from London.

$ 10,000 tine will be consid¬ 
ered paid in full if die player 
cooperates with the Tennis In¬ 
tegrity Unit m educating others 
about the prohibition against 
betting."
